PROGRESS OR DECAY 


Resubmission of the proposed 
$17,230,000 St. Louis school bond 
issue at a special election to be 
held next June 5 was approved 
unanimously by the Board of Ed- 
ucation last night. 

The proposal, which failed by 
only 275 votes of receiving the 
required two-thirds majority of 
the 97,673 votes cast in the May 
1 election, would provide the cap- 
ital funds so seriously needed for 
construction of 15 school build- 
ings and major additions to two 


others. 

Action on resubmission was rec- 
ommended by the board’s tax 
committee. Oscar A. Ehrhardt, 
acting chairman, said “many of us 
believe the people raised their 
voices in support of the proposal 
May 1,” adding that another elec- 
tion was the only solution to the 
problem posed by last week's 
result. 

Only Alternative. 
' The tax committee, he said, 
considered a number of. possidili- 
ties on procedure, but that each 
was ruled out for various reasons 
until resubmission of the proposal 
was the only alternative. 

He pointed out that the board’s 
attorney and bond counsel had 
expressed the opinion that it was 
legally impossible to obtain a re- 
count of the May 1 results and, 
even if it were possible to take 
the matter to the courts, a favor- 
able decision by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court eventually would be 


required. 
“But most important, there is a 
time factor involved,” he said. 
“Some of us believe the people 
raised their voices in support of 
the proposal May 1. More than 
3000 ballots were held to be im- 
properly marked and were not 
counted. We believe that a vast 
majority of those ballots were in- 
tended to be in favor of the lean.” 
Resolution 


Adopted. 

Without further discussion, the 
board then proceeded to adopt 
the formal resolution calling the 
election. 

At the dinner preceding the 
meeting, Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey, it was 
learned, stated that the teachers 
would give “all out” support to 
the bond issue. 

The board took no action on a 
suggestion by William Charles, 
éhairman of the old Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee, that the bond 
issue election be put off until 
next fall. H. M. Stolar, Henry O. 
Whiteside, Charles H. Christel 
and Prof. Frank L. Wright, board 
members friendly toe Charles, 
voted with the eight other, mem- 
bers on the June 5 date. 

Charles noted, however, “that 
there can be no doubt in the mind 
of an informed citizen that the 
funds asked for at the recent 
election for the construction of 
much needed school facilities are 
necessary. The citizens must face 
this situation if St. Louis is to 
continue to have a first-class 
school system.” 

Would Back Earlier Vote. 

He also wrote that although he 
felt the election should be put off 
until the fall that the Citizens’ 
School Improvement Committee, 
which he heads, “would be only

NEW FLORIDA LAW 
PERMITS BET LOSER 
TO SUE BOOKMAKER 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 9 
(AP) — An act designed to dis- 
courage illegal bookmaking by 
permitting an umilucky bettor to 
sue to recover his losses became 
a Florida law yesterday. 

The new law provides that any- 
one losing at illicit gambling may 
sue the winner, within 90 days, 
to recover the losses. 

The suits would be doubly cost- 
ly to the bookies; casino opera- 
tors and other winners. In addi- 
tion to having to pay the loser 
they would have to pay the state 
an equal amount. 

If the loser fails to exercise 
his right to sue within 90 days, 
the law provides his spouse or 
any relative may bring the suit 
to recover his losses. 


DOCKMEN REFUSE 
TO LOAD LUGGAGE 
OF DEPARTING REDS 


NEW YORK, May 9 (AP) — 
Fifteen Russians sailed for home 
yesterday, but a lot of their 
“made in U.S.A.” baggage re- 
mained behind. 

AFL longshoremen refused to 
load crated television sets, wash- 
ing machines and refrigerators 
aboard the liner America when 
they noted Russian words sten- 
ciled on the crates.

VOTES $2,950,000,000 
INCOME TAX BOOST 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today approved an increase 
in individual income taxes to 
yield $2,950,000,000 a year. 

This was about three-fourths 
of the increase in individual in- 
come taxes requested by the 
Treasury. : 

The committee is considering 

President Truman’s proposal for 
a 10-billion-dollar increase in in- 
dividual and corporation income 
taxes and excise taxes. It has 
taken. no tentative action so far 
in the corporation ‘and excise 
fields. 
The committee approved an in- 
crease of three percentage points 
in each bracket. The Treasury 
had proposed an increase of four 
percentage points in each brack- 
et. 


ARMY TO SET OFF 
TNT CHARGE OF 


320,000 POUNDS 


DUGWAY, Utah, May 9 (UP)— 
A charge of 320,000 pounds of 
TNT—estimated to be one-fifth 
as powerful as an atomic bomb— 
will be exploded here May 22 
to study the effects of high-pow- 
ered underground blasts, the 
Army announced today. 

The explosion will be touched 

off in the dusty clay beds on the 
southern edge of the Bonneville 
salt flats in a hole loaded -with 
instruments. 
The Army hopes to determine 
with the experiment what might 
happen to basement walls and 
similar structures in a heavy un- 
derground explosion.

U.P. Man in Hong Kong Says He 
Is One Marshall Fired in China 


Victor Kendrick Asserts He Paraphrased 


Truman Statement Accurately, Did Not 


' Distort It as Secretary Charged. 


—— 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)—, 


Victor Kendrick, United Press 
bureau manager, 
home office from Hong Kong to- 
day that he was the United States

sion in 1945-46. However, he put 
the incident in a light consider-

The Secretary of Defense, dis- 
cussing before Senators inquiring 
into Far Eastern policies and the 
ouster of Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur, said he fired one Govern- 
ment employe three days after 
arriving in China. He charged 
the employe with misrepresenting 
President Truman’s Dec. 15, 1945, 
policy: statement seeking agree- 
mient between the Chinese Na- 
tionalists and the Communists. 

Marshall said he could not re- 
call the name of the discharged 
man, but would try to find out. 

“Changed Terminology.” 

“He had taken the announced 
policy of the President, sent out 
there, and, in its distribution 
through the various agencies this 
Government had in China, had 
changed the terminology, changed 
the expressions of the President 
to create quite a different reac- 
tion; because he felt deeply on 
this thing, he did that,” Marshall 
said of the discharged employe. 

The point at issue apparently 
was whether Truman’s policy was 
or was not to persuade the Chi- 
nese Nationalists to admit Chi- 
nese Communists into the gov- 
ernment. 

Marshall said many Americans 
in China had become so embit- 
tered against the Nationalists that 
they almost automatically sym- 
pathized with the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

“I don’t know whether he (the 
discharged employe) was a Com- 
munist or not,” Marshall said, 
“but I know the way he was talk- 
ing was inimicable to good gov- 
ernment, and he ought to get 
out.” 

Kendriek learned of Marshall's 
testimony yesterday in news 
dispatches received by his bureau 
for distribution to U.P. clients in 
the Hong Kong area. 

Kendrick’s Communication. 

His communication to his home 
office was as follows:

Marshall, therefore, 
was incorrect when he claimed I 
‘changed the terminology of a 
presidential statement.’ 


Accurate Interpretation. 


“Mr. Truman’s. statement im- 
plied that the United States would 
quit giving the Nationalists fur- 
ther aid unless they accepted the 
Chinese Reds into the govern- 
ment, and that is precisely what 
my rewritten story said... . 

“The public disclosure of some- 
thing which was common knowl- 
edge among American officials and 
newsmen.in Shanghai—that the 
State Department was trying to 
pressure Chiang Kai-shek into 
accepting Chinese Communists— 
may have embarrassed the State 
Department at that particular 
time, but it was the truth and 
Marshall knows it.”

“I would assume — and the 
Chiefs of Staff can give you much 
more detail as regards this than I 
can—that their situation is assum- 
ing very serious proportions, and 
it is not merely a question of a 
horde of manpower. That over- 
whelming force was confronting 
us when they first appeared in 
Korea, and Gen. MacArthur had 
the battle to fight against his tre- 
mendously outnumbered United 
Nations forces. 

“The situation now has re- 
solved itself into one where the 
Communist. powers are being 
steadily limited by the extremely 
heavy losses they are suffering. 

“Whether or. not they resort to 
other means, referring specifical- 
ly to air operations, I do not 
know. (Eight lines deleted.) 

“In any campaign there is al- 
Ways an uncertainty until you 
reach a_ successful conclusion. 
The problem here is what can 
we do to increase the chances for 
a successful conclusion without 
getting ourselves fatally involved 
in a world struggle.” 

He added, “When we halt the 
aggression, when we destroy large 
portions of that aggression, I do 
not think it is out of the way for 
us, as a United Nations group, to 
ask them if they didn’t have 
enough.” 

Such a course, he suggested, 
would be proper “to bring to a 
halt this sacrifice of life and find 
a basis of adjustment.” 

Armistice Terms Drawn. 

Marshall disclosed that terms 
for the armistice have been drawn 
for consideration of our allies and 
the Reds and these exclude aban- 
donment of Korea or admission 
of Red China into the United Na- 
tions. He said there would be 
discussion on these points by the 
other nations—something that 
could not be stopped—but that 
we would not agree to them. 

He also disclosed that the

Marshall testified that MacAr- 
thur’s continued command in Ko- 
rea would have peopardized our 
entire allied relationship on a 
collective security basis. : 

Asked by Senator Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, what had been Mac- 
Arthur’s “major sin,” the secre- 


Marshall denied under ques- 
tioning from Senators that the 
Allies brought about MacArthur's 
removal. He said: “They gave no 
expression of that kind even re- 
motely that I can recall pertain- 
ing to his relief.” 

Insists Order Was Violated. 

Marshall repeatedly agreed 
that MacArthur oes not violated 
any military ves but was 
insistent that he had violated the 
President's memorandum and 
Joint Chiefs of Staff order of 


Dec. 6. . : 

Wiley echoed a theme MacAr- 
thur had used in his testimony: 
What is our policy in- Korea? 

Marshall retorted that the poli- 
cy had been set up by the United 
Nations resolution and the nations 
fighting in Korea, and that it in- 
volved restrictions on bombing 
outside Korea, on blockading the 
China Coast and on use of Chi- 
nese Nationalist troops now on 
Formosa. 

Wiley argued that this was not

ington. 

No Limit on Expressing Views. 

Marshall replied: “There was 
no limit whatever on his repre- 
sentation of his views to officials 
in Washington. There is a great 
difference between that and the 
public announcements.” 

As an example of U.N. unwill- 
ingness to extend the war as Mac- 
Arthur had recommended, the 
Secretary pointed out that the 13 
nations allied with us in Korea 
voted unanimously against the 
“hot pursuit” doctrine that would 
have permitted our planes to 
chase attacking enemy planes for 
a set distance beyond the Yalu 
river. 

For security reasons, Marshall’s 
testimony of the number of other 
Allied troops in Korea was de- 
leted from the public transcript. 
Apparently the total number was 
small compared with our troops 
because Wiley asked if it could 
not be said that “we are already 
going it alone.” 

30,000 Allied Troops Estimated. 

After the committee recessed 
until tomorrow morning, when 
Marshall will resume his testi- 
mony, Chairman Russell of the 
Armed Forces Committee, who is 
presiding, said that it was a ‘“‘fair 
inference” that our allies have 
about 30,000 troops in Korea now. 

Asked about the indications in 
Wiley’s questions that there are 
about 350,000 American troops 
there, Russell thought this was 
rather high “unless there have 
been some tremendous additions 
since this. hearing started.” He 
said that pernaps Wiley was 
thinking about all our forces, 
Army, Navy and Air, and their 
supporting units. 

The phrase “go it alone” came 
into the testimofiy of MacArthur, 
who was before the committees 
last week. MacArthur argued that 
the Communists must be met and 
defeated in Korea or the free 
world was “doomed.” 

On that premise, MacArthur 
said the United States should go 
ahead with whatever steps were 
necessary to defeat the Chinese 
Communists even if it did mean 
this country must “go it alone.” 

Previously Marshall had given 
this view of the major differences

Retail food prices for the first 
quarter of this year were said to 
have averaged almost 15 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. Larg- 
est-increases were reported for 
meats, eggs, fats and oils, and 
processed fruits and vegetables. 


The department said it is likely 
food prices will increase more in 
the latter part of the year due to 
military and export demand. 

“As more of the nation’s pro- 
duction is geared to the defense 
effort and essential industrial ca- 
pacity is expanded in the latter 
half of 1951, supplies of some 
consumer goods—particularly the 
durable commodities and housing 
—may be reduced from present 
levels,” the agency said in a re- 


“A sharp reduction in the sup- 
plies of these goods would fur- 
ther strengthen the consumer de- 
mand for food and non-durable 
goods and services, as was the 


case during World War II and the 


immediate postwar years. With 
consumer incomes expanding, 
price pressures may be greater 
later in the year.” 

The daniiament added, how- 
ever, that. price and wage con- 
trols, credit restrictions and pro- 


posed higher income taxes would 
tend to limit price rises. 

The average rate of civilian 
food consumption is expected to 
be a little higher this year chan 
last and about 14 per cent higher 
than the prewar average. 

The department said the civil- 
ian supply of meat this year is 
expected to average 148 pounds, 
carcass weight, for each individ- 
ual, compared with. 144.5 last 
year, 126 before the war and a 
recent peak of 153.4 in 1946.

Taylor told reporters also, after 
the new 18-man wage board’s 
first meeting yesterday, that the 
group soon must act to establish 
standards for “inequity” or “hard- 
ship” cases—those in which spe- 
cial circumstances allow above- 
ceiling wage increases for work- 
ers. 

With a backlog of more than 
1200 cases involving wage in- 
creases negotiated by unions and 
employers above the 10 per cent 
limit, the board will have plenty 
of opportunity. to demonstrate 
whether it will stick to the 10 
per cent limitation. 

Taylor disclosed that in order 
to dispose of these cases quickly 
the board has divided itself into 
a number of panels. All the panels 
will be headed by members of 
the wage board who represent 
the public. 

One is for railroad cases, 
headed by Nathan Feinsinger. An- 
other, for the construction indus- 
try, will be headed by John T. 
Dunlop; a third, for agricultural 
workers, by William M. Hepburn; 
and a fourth, for meat-packing 
workers, by Clark Kerr. Each 
panel will have an industry and 
labor member. Each panel is to 
make recommendations for action 
by the full board. 

Taylor will serve also as ad- 
viser to a three-man salary sta- 
bilization board, which will ad- 
minister policies similar to those 
of the wage board for managerial 
employes not represented by la- 
bor unions.

Attorney General Files Sug- 
gestion With Supreme Court |§ 
in Mandamus Case.

The Missouri Supreme Court was 
asked today for a speedy deter- 
mination as to constitutionality of 
the King-Thompson Act, which 
bars strikes and lockouts in pub- 
lic utilities. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor, 
who has ruled the act unconstitu- 
tional on the basis of a United 
States Supreme Court decision, 
sought the early state court ruling 
in suggestions filed with the court 
in a mandamus suit filed by the 
State Board of Mediation last 
week. 

Taylor told the court he be- 
lieved it to be “in the: best in- 
terests of the public health and 
welfare” for the court to accept 
jurisdiction in the case and to 
give an early ruling on the con- 
stitutional question. 

The mediation board sued to 
force State Comptroller. Elmer 
Pigg to pay the board’s expenses 
after Pigg refused, in accordance 
with Taylor’s ruling that the 
King-Thompson law was invalid 
and hence the board, created by 
the. act, was technically non- 
existent.

A third OPS or- 
der provides that cattle prices to 
slaughterers are to be reduced an 
additional 4% per cent on Aug. 1 
and by the same amount on Oct. 1. 

On the same dates, a fourth 
OPS order provides, retail beef 
price reductions of four to five 
cents a pound will go into effect 
for a total rollback of about nine 
cents a pound. 

The OPS estimated the new 
regulations would save the Amer- 
ican public about $700,000,000 a 
year. However, the American 
Meat Institute said in a state- 
ment at Chicage yesterday ‘the 
black marketeers§ are getting 
ready for a flourishing business~”

The OPS meat animal rollback 
due May 20 requires slaughterers 
to pay 10 per cent less than 
current. prices for beef cattle 
marketed between May 20 and 
Aug. 1 and nearly 20 per cent 
less between Aug. 1 and Oct. 1. 

At Chicago, Mark Tickell, secre- 
tary of the Corn Belt Livestock 
Feeders’ Association, said the 
OPS rollback: order “will mean 
a loss of $1800 a carload for 
feeders who purchased feeder cat- 
tle since Jan. 15.” 

“The Corn Belt Livestock Feed- 
ers would much prefer to see the 
cattle price even lower than the 
rollback because it would reduce 
their cost of operations,” Tickell 
said. “But, to rollback prices on 
what they already have purchased’ 
is simply ruinous and will lead 
to a black market.” 

The Government has postponed 
for 30 days new trade rules de- 
signed to wipe out any unfair 
practices or deception in install- 
ment sales of automobiles in in- 
terstate commerce. The rules, 
announced Feb. 6 by the Federal 
Trade Commission, had been 
scheduled to go into effect yes- 
terday. 


U.S. DISTRICT CURT SUSTAINS 
FOREIGN AGENTS LISTING LAW 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)—~ 
United States District Judge Alex- 
ander Holtzoff upheld cunstitu- 
tionality of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act today and re- 
fused to dismiss an indictment ac- 
cusing the Peace Information Cen- 
ter of violating the statute by 
failing to register. 

It was the first time a court 
has ruled on the constitutionality 
of the statute which requires per- 
sons who represent foreign powers 
to register with the Government. 
_ The now defunct Peace Infor- 
mation Center, with headquarters 
in New York, and a group of its 
officers had sponsored the Com- 
munist-inspired “Stockholm Peace 
Petition” in this country.

The 
exchange of fire lasted about 90 
minutes.) 

Syria’s representative at the 
U.N. denied yesterday that his 
country’s troops were involved in 
the recent armed clashes along 
the Syria-Israel border but said 
that his government nevertheless 
accepted the cease-fire. Israel 
earlier said it would heed no such 
order until the withdrawal of 
Syrian troops which it charged 
were illegally in the demilitarized 
zone established between the two 
countries.

and Italy are the last countries of free Europe 
in which it still remains for the ICFTU to gain 
freedom for organized labor. 

Free, organized labor in the United States can 
take pride in its accomplishments in throwing 
off the Communist yoke. Not only has it 


' worked alongside British and Dutch labor as 


founders and prime movers of the free world 
labor movement. It has also practiced at home 
what it has preached abroad. 

The CIO, starting at its 1949 convention, 
purged itself of red-led unions, made provisions 
to take members of the expelled groups back 
into Communist-free unions, and cleaned up 
and kept the United Automobile Workers and 
the Furniture Workers. So successful were these 
efforts that Secretary of Labor Tobin could say 
seven months after they were initiated that or- 
ganized labor in this country had become 99 
and 99-100 per cent free of Communism. 

Along with 46,000,000 other workers from 
more than 60 other nations, the 15,000,000 organ- 
ized working men and women of the United 
States and Canada have found a democratic way 
of protecting their freedom from the unscrupu- 
lous who would enslave them, and are taking 
it with an invincible skill. 
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In the Name of Economy ' 

Economy must be the watchword as Congress 
goes over the requests for more than 70 billions 
of dollars in President Truman's budget message. 
But it must be true economy, not political ani- 
mosity or the service of some special interest in 
the name of economy. 

Some of the $62.521,500 lopped from the 
Interior Department appropriation by the House 
of Representatives may represent fat which can 
be spared. But there was no fat in the $9,450,000 
asked by the Department for the construction of 
power transmission lines. 

If the Government cannot transmit power 
from its big hydroelectric projects to the points 
at which it is needed, that power will either 
go to waste or be turned over to private power 
companies who would then resell some of this 
power to the Government. In the Northwest, 
for example, the United States has navy yards, 
air installations, training camps and the like 
which need power. But in the name of economy, 
the House has deprived the Government of the 
ability to supply these Government installations 
with Government power. 

As Marquis Childs points out, this is a 
Republican-Dixiecrat attempt to undermine one 
of our most capable public servants, Secretary 
of the Interior Oscar Chapman. It represents 
no saving to the taxpgyer. On the contrary, it 
may considerably increase his burden. 
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 4-to-4 Again 

The latest 4-to-4 tie in the Supreme Court is 
in the case of 26 Post Office employes who were 
dismissed without a hearing because they. were 
thought to be disloyal. Like the same split a 
week ago in the Dorothy Bailey case, it results 
from the non-participation of Justice Clark, who 
was Attorney General when investigations under 
the so-called loyalty program were undertaken. 
As in the Bailey case, the even division auto- 
matically sustains the ruling of the next lower 
court. Thus, in all these cases the dismissals 
are approved without effective participation by 
the Supreme Court. 

It is far from edifying to see the United States 
Supreme Court fanning out in important cases 
presented for decision. Also it is anything but 
satisfying to litigants, who invest a great deal 
of time and money in appealing lower court 
rulings, to have their efforts on appeal go for 
naught. These ties could have been avoided. 
For they became a strong possibility the moment 
Tom C. Clark was appointed, 

No one knows, of course, but this could be a 
reason why the Supreme Court has had for 
so long the conviction of the 11 Communist 
leaders under the Smith Act. The country needs 
and should have the illumination and adjudica- 
tion of that problem in a Supreme Court deci- 
sion. That, in fact, is precisely what the Supreme 
Court is for. 
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Unhappy Choice for Bolivia 


Bolivia's latest election returns are no guar- 
antee of a more peaceable history than the 
recent past, which included eight Presidents 
in a dozen years. The returns show that Victor 
Paz Estenssoro, backed by the National Revolu- 
tionary Movement and the Communists, holds 
a commanding lead but not a majority against 
Gabriel Gosalvez. 

The MNR which promoted Paz Estenssoro is 
an extremist group. It was friendly with the 
Axis during the war and with Peron of Argen- 
tina. It dominated the cruel Villaroel Govern- 
ment until a 1946 uprising, when Villaroel was 
killed and Paz Estenssoro. exiled. 

Paz Estenssoro campaigned this year in exile, 
from Buenos Aires, using a Peronist technique. 
Primarily he urged that the Yankee imperial- 
ists be driven out. The fact is that the United 
States is buying half of Bolivia's tin, and Paz 
Estenssoro does not say what he would do 
_ this badie export if the United States did 

not buy it* His brand eof nationalism seems 


completely irrational.

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Surprising All Around 


Gov. Forrest Smith gives a strange explana- 
tion for signing the small loans bills passed by 
the Legislature at the behest of the lenders’ 
lobby. 

The Governor says nobody -objected to the bills. 
Not very many people expressed approval either, 
he hastens to add. The lack of public interest 
“surprised” him. 


What surprises us is that a Governor of Mis- 
souri should consider the mail he gets a suffi- 
cient index of the merits of legislation that 
comes to him for action. The Governor says 
that if interest rates allowed by the bills are 
too high, he hopes the next Legislature will 
correct them. You would think a Governor 
of Missouri, before signing the bills, would 
make some effort to find out whether the inter- 
est rates are in fact too high, so that the present 
Legislature could correct them if necessary. 


You would think he might inquire into the 
fact that these bills, under the guise of regulat- 
ing personal loans under $400, contain a joker 
by which excessive interest rates can be charged 
on automobile purchase and other consumer 
credit loans running up to $2000. 


You would think he might ask why interest 
rates similar to those twice vetoed by Gov. 
Donnelly should receive the consent and ap- 
proval of Gov. Smith. 

Instead, the Governor apparently went along 
with the lenders’ lobby because the borrowers 
did not happen to have a lobby of their own. 

Gov. Smith will be tested on small loan policy 
again by the manner in which his Department of 
Finance administers the new law. If the depart- 
ment vigorously represents the public and not 
the lenders, Missouri can at least hope for strong 
regulation in the public interest. 

Both the department and the Governor should 
consider it their responsibility to watch the work- 
ing of the law and to recommend improvements 
by the next Legislature on the basis of experi- 
ence. They can be sure the public will. 
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A Memorable Civic Service 

Charles P. Williams was a kind of civic Gen. 
Ridgway in St. Louis 15 years ago. Public life 
in the city stood at a low ebb indeed in 1936. 
The late Guy B. Park, then Governor, had been 
forced by an outraged public opinion to oust 
four St. Louis Election Commissioners whom 
Mr. Park himself had appointed. Under the 
noses, if not the open eyes, of these election 
officials, voting registration lists had been pad- 
ded until the very idea of a free and honest 
election in St. Louis was a mockery. 

At that dark hour, Mr. Williams and his three 
colleagues were appointed to take the seats 
vacated by those officials branded as “unfit for 
public office.” By firmest resolution and long 
hours of hard work, they transformed a scandal- 
ridden election machinery. The St. Louis 
Award was never better deserved than by the 
four yeoman Election Commissioners who re- 
ceived it in 1937. 

Much else could be said* about this admired 
man and respected mémber of the St. Louis bar 
for more than half century. Charles P. Wil- 
liams will be remembered always in the history 
of this city for his response to public duty in 
the black days of 1936. 
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Mr. Truman Sets the Goals 


President Truman’s address to civil defense 
workers Monday night was much more than an 
answer to Gen. MacArthur. It was an inspired 
definition of an inspired long-range goal for the 
nation. It was at the same time a clear outline 
of an attainable short-range objective. 

The long-range goal, he said, is “peace under 
law.” To those who say there is no victory in 
sight, he recalls that the victory we really seek 
is the establishment of conditions under which 
the world can lay aside its arms and settle its 
disputes peacefully—conditions under which the 
law of the United Nations, rather than the 
might of any individual nation, shall prevail. 

If that seems a remote contingency at the 
moment, Mr. Truman gives us reason to hope 
that its achievement may be speeded by more 
immediate developments. By resisting Commu- 
nist aggression and at the same time doing 
everything possible to prevent a broader con- 
flict, he believes that we can “compel a change 
in the Soviet drive for power and conquest.” 

Cold war policies at times have seemed to 
envision as their objective an overthrow of the 
Soviet government. ‘The President did not call 
for that. He called for the maintenance of 
external pressure which, allied with internal 
pressure from the Soviet peoples themselves, 
may cause a change of Soviet policy. He cited 
the case of Yugoslavia and the “growing signs 
of internal tension and unrest behind the Iron 
Curtain” as evidence that this process is already 
under way. 

No one can know how long it will take for 
the process to be completed, or even whether 
the President's hopes can be fulfilled at all. 
But his course is vastly preferable to the alter- 
native of a false isolation, or the alternative of 
a single-handed attempt to impose our own will 
on the world. The real issue for the free world, 
as he’ said, is “whether we stand alone, or 
whether we stand and work with the other free 
peoples of the world.”

A Letter From Major Bert N. Nishimura, Read to, Congress 
by Joseph R. Farrington, Delegate From Hawaii 


The other day a group of us was seated 
around a hutment stove. We were discuss- 
ing the inequalities and injustices sur- 
rounding some minor military matter. The 
wind sweeping down from the Manchurian 
wastes and the spasms of homesickness 
probably accounted for the _ universal 
agreement among us warriors now strand- 
ed in Korea. 

All of a sudden someone suggested we 
write our complaints to our various Con- 
gressmen. We thought that a capital idea, 
so we retired to our corners to begin our 
epistles. 

While mentally arranging my thoughts 
so that my letter would not sound too in- 
coherent I stumbled upon a gigantic blun- 
der. I had no Congressman to whom to 
write, 

No Congressman to whom I could ad- 
dress my complaint. 

No Congressman who could represent 
me and my gripes on the Senate or the 
House floor. 

This was catastrophic. 

This. was more horrible than taxation 
without representation. This was down- 
right un-American. This was discrimina- 
tion. 


His Silent Delegate 


I could write to our honorable Delegate 
from the Territory, who is a good personal 
friend, and he could take it to the floor of 
the House. When it comes time to vote, 
however, he will have to remain silent. He 
could tramp the Senate chambers and 
speak informally to the elected representa- 
tives, but he cannot cast a vote. He can 
speak. He will be heard. But he cannot 
vote. 

We, who were at Pearl Harbor when the 
first bombs fell that fateful December 
morning in 1941 and whose blood flowed 
red, are Americans who cannot write to 
our Congressmen because we have none. 

We who stormed hill 609 in North Africa 
and were repulsed at Cassino in Italy have 
no one to vote “aye” or “nay” in the con- 
gressional halls of our great Nation. 

We whose brothers are buried beneath 
neat white crosses in the National Ceme- 
tery at Punchbowl in Hawaii after having 
fallen forever in the lonely atolls of the 
Pacific anq the wooded hills of France 
cannot cast’a vote to help elect the chosen 
head of our great nation. 

Our parents came from the far corners 
of the world—the warm shores of the 
Azores, the islands of the Philippines, the 
Continent of China, the diminutive land of 
Japan, the mountainous ranges of Korea, 
and are offsprings of the seekers of lib- 
erty from the tyrannies of Europe. 

We attended the schools of democracy. 
We early learned to pledge allegiance to 


the flag of the United States. We swatted 
a baseball on the diamond, chewed gum, 
and ate hotdogs in the bleachers, and we 
raced our hot rods on the streets of our 
native lands. 

We bowed our heads in reverent prayer, 
each free to worship the God of his own 
choosing. We are Americans, were taught 
Americanism, and are living as Ameri- 
cans. 

In this far-off heretofore little-known 
peninsula of Korea our men are bearing 
arms in defense of American principles. 
The names belonging to these men repre- 
sent Americans of all racial origins — 
Thurston, Medeiros, Kealoha, Smith, 
Torres, Takamura, Wong, Kim, Du Mon- 
tier, and MacAllister. These men are a 
United Nations themselves, 


50 Years’ Apprenticeship 


Hawaii has been waiting for a long time 
to attain statehood. America was fighting 
against the principle of taxation without 
representation when the Sandwich Islands 
were discovered by Capt. James Cook in 
1778, In 1900 the Territory of Hawaii be- 
came an integral part of the United States 
by choice and election of the people. 


Fifty ,years has passed since Hawaii en- 
tered into apprenticeship for statehood. 
During that period two wars have been 
fought, the second so that nations may be 
permitted to choose its own form of gov- 
ernment without undue influence and in- 
terference from without. Now, we are 
joined with other freedom-loving na- 
tions in stopping aggression which threat- 
ens to éngulf the entire world. 


No More Proof Needed 


Hawaii has made her choice. Hawaii has 
indicated her desire to become the forty- 
ninth State. She has fulfilled her obliga- 
tions. Her citizens have demonstrated, be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt, their capacity 
to discharge the full responsibilities of cit- 
izenship. They are entitled to the privi- 
leges of full membership in the Union of 
States. 

Write to my Congressman? I cannot. I 
have none. 

I have forgotten why we were going to 
write. It has become unimportant now. It 
is trivial. It has become another passing 
gripe of a war-weary lad. I was there on 
Dec. 7. I was there in Italy and in France 
where I saw my comrades fall. I was there 
in Japan when the tenets of democracy 
were being preached during the occupa- 
tion. Now, I’am here in Korea. 

Before this is over, may I, will I, have a

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Who Needs an Aptitude Test?

The haphazard way in which Selective 
Service is going about the business of de- 
ferring college students from the draft 
was never better exemplified than in the 
current confusion over the forthcoming 
student aptitude tests. 

Selective Service originally indicated 
that college deferments could be granted 
either on the basis of general scholastic 
standing or on the score made in the apti- 
tude tests. The students have evidently 
been taking Selective Service at its word, 
and aren’t signing up for the test. 

Now along comes Brigadier General 
Louis H. Renfrow, deputy director of the 
draft, to announce on a radio program—of 
all places—that all students are required 


‘to take the test, whether their college 


grades are good or not. To compound the 
confusion, the House of Representatives 
has passed a bill that local draft 
boards are not to be bound by the aptitude 
results anyhow. 
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- general question of what, if anything, can 


be proved by having students select rome 
nyms and antonyms and work out little 
mathematical problems. What is important 
is that Selective Service has so far failed 
to work out a simple and understandable 
policy on student deferments. 

At first the idea was supposed to have 
been to defer enough gifted students to 
permit this nation to retain a pool of 
trained scientists, technicians, physicians 
and the like. Then it developed into a 
broad plan to defer all college students 
who accomplished the tremendous intel- 
lectual feat of maintaining a 70 average 
in their studies.

Imperial Destiny? 


They know what Gen. MacAr- 
thur and the Republicans would 
do if they could get the better of 
President Truman and the Demo- 
crats. They have weeks, perhaps 
months, to work out their reply 
in case the MacArthur palicy wins 
out. They know also, more or less 
accurately, what President Tru- 
man intends not to do, if he can 
rebut the MacArthur party. They 
can choose to make it hard or 
easy for the Truman policy; they 
can play the war to get whatever 
result they think is desirable, to 
entangle us more or to entangle 
us less, knowing at all times as 
much about our intentions as we 
know ourselves. 


But though this controversy— 
the truly great and enduring 
American debate—cannot be set- 
tled and concluded in these hear- 
ings, or in the next election, it 
is, I believe, the necessary con- 
text for understanding Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s views and the opposi- 
tion to them. 

The incalculable risks—incal- 
culable by his own admission— 
which Gen. MacArthur wishes to 
accept by making war on China 
are simply incomprehensible if 
nothing more is at stake than to 
bring about a cease-fire in Korea 
and the withdrawal from Korea 
of the Chinese—and presumably 

American—armies. 

The risks that Gen. MacArthur 
wishes to take become compre- 
-hensible only in the context of 
the general’s vision — his vision 
of the Pacific ocean as an Ameri- 
can lake and of Japan as lying 
within the sphere.of American 
power and of China, with Chiang 
restored, as brought within the 
American sphere of influence. 


An American Orient? 


The controversy itself covers a 
lot of: ground and turns on a 
series of great issues. Some of 
them are deep and far-reaching. 
When the general was speaking 
it seemed at times that there was 
at issue the very conception of 
the American destiny. 

Is the American destiny now 
an imperial destiny? Or is it the 
American destiny to be the pro- 
tector and the promoter of the 
Atlantic community and of the 
‘Western civilization which is at 
home within it? . 

At the bottom of the whole con- 
troversy, which did not begin 
this year, or last year, but has 
smoldered on since long before 
the world war, there is a pro- 
found conflict of view about what 
is the American destiny. 

This conflict is older than 
MacArthur and Marshall and Tru- 
man, not to speak of Taft and 
Knowland and Wherry. It goes 


The general’s proposal to risk 
a third world war in order to 
end the war in Korea sounds, 
when one first hears of it, like 
a case of wishing to burn down 
the barn to roast the pig. The 
risks are fantastically greater 
than any advantage that could 
be got out of taking them. 

But his proposals take on a 
different look if we recognize 
that his objective is 
paramountcy in the Far East— 
in Japan, Korea, and China. That 
would be, that has often been, 
the kind of objective, worth a 
world war, which empire build- 
ers have worked for. 

But there will be many of us, 
most of us I truly believe, who 
think the prospect. of such an 
empire a dreary one, likely to 
destroy not only American free- 
dom, as we have known it, but 
also the desire to use power gen-

Four Major Points. 

In discussing “The Prepared- 
ness Economy,” Slichter made 
four major points: 

1. Up to now the effect of de- 
fense expenditures upoh standard 
of living has been good, but a 
small decline in living standards 
“seems inevitable” for the rest of 
the year. Early in 1952, assuming 
there is no general war, the level 
of -eivilian consumption will re- 


sume its rise. 

2. The nt lull in business 
will be of short duration. Supply 
of durable consumer goods will 
drop within several months and 
demand will increase along with 
purchasing power. There is no 
strong — opinion demand- 
ing that wages be held down. 
These factors point toward an in- 
flation jam. . 

3. Many anti-inflation measures 
fail to reach the heart of the 
problem — namely the tendency 
for personal incomes to outrun 
the supply of consumer goods. An 
excellent way to check prices is 
through an increase in the rate 
of personal savings. Both Govern- 
ment and business have been at 
fault in not offering attractive 
securities to buyers wishing a 
“hedge” against inflation. 

Economy te Expand. 

4. When the defense effort 
levels off, with the nation geared 
to handle it, there is small like- 
lihood a deflation will ensue. The 
defense program is building up 
conditions that will help sustain 
civilian demand several years 
hence. The economy may be ex- 
pected to expand rather than con- 
tract, and the arms effort—as- 
suming once more, it does not be- 
come all-out— not seriously 
undermine the economic strength 
of the United States. 

“When one takes into account 


1i all of the ways which the defense 


program accelerates the develop- 
ment of technology,” Slichter 
concluded, “one is forced to the 
conclusion that the net cost of 
a program of the present size is 
probably less than 5 per cent of 
the gross national product.”

A graduate of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, he began practice in St. 
Louis in 1899. He had served as 
prosecuting attorney, associate 
city counselor, as a member and 
vice president. of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and as 
Election Board chairman. 

He was a lecturer at the Wash- 
ington University School of Law 
from 1912 to 1919. 

During World War I, Mr. Wil- 


liams served as special assistant 
to the Attorney General of the 
United States in prosecution of 
espionage cases, and in 1920 
he was government counsel 
appointed to close operation of 
the Railroad Administration in 
the St. Louis area. 

As newly appointed chairman 
of the Election Board in 1936, 
Mr. Williams was instrumental in 
restoring respect to that body 
following disclosures by the 
Post-Dispatch of wholesale vote 
registration fraud under the 
previous board. 

In 1937 he and other members 
of the Election Board were given 
the St. Louis Award for “extraor- 
dinary public service in giving 
St. Louis an honest election.” 


Mr. Williams was~- given the 
Award of Honor of the Lawyers. 
Association of St. Louis in 1947. 
He served two terms as president 
of the St. Louis Bar Association. 


Active in civic affairs, Mr. Wil- 
liams in 1940\was vice chairman 
of a campaign for adoption of a 
non-partisan court plan and was 
special assistant city counselor for 
establishment of the St. Louis 
merit system in 1941. 

He was one of the attorneys 
who defended Dr. Homer W. An- 
derson, superintendent of instruc- 
tion for the St. Louis public 
schools, against charges of inef- 
ficiency brought by the School 
Board in 1942. Anderson later 
resigned. 

In 1936 he was named a special 
commissioner for the Court of 
Criminal Correction to preside 
over the Nellie Muench baby 
hoax case. 

Surviving are two daughters, 
Mrs. Williams Bosman, who 
lives at the Williams home, 6215 
Washington boulevard, and Mrs. 
Andrew Marshall of Mahopac 
Falls, N. Y. A sister, Miss Alice 
C. Williams of Shreveport, La., 
also survives.

then. These trips may be as short 
as one day or as long as two 
weeks. On the longer trips it is 
customary to be accompanied by 
a commissary boat to take care of 
the provisions for the trip, as well 
as the camping equipment. The 
commissary boat lags behind the 
fishermen as they float and fish 
downstream, but near mealtime 
and in the late evenings, when 
camp is to be made for the night, 
the boat presses ahead of the fish- 
ing boat and the meal is prepared 
or the camp made ready for the 
fishing party on the most con-'§ 
venient sandbar. 

Both the fishing boat and the 
supply boat are usually equipped 
with outboard motors. The guides 
should know the unproductive 
stretches of water and these can 
be run rapidly with the use of the 
outboards and little time is lost. 
The outboards are also used for 
the boats to keep rendezvous with 
each other in the late evenings so 
that darkness will not overtake 
the fishermen in some _ wild 
stretch of white water far from 
the chosen meeting place. 

Float fishermen who are adept 
with both the fly and casting 
rods usually keep both of them 
rigged up and ready for action. 
Some of the water will be ideal 
for bait casting, while other 
stretches will be more suitable 
to fly casting. The experienced 
fisherman will instantly recognize 
these stretches of water and, in 
the swift flowing streams, much 
fishing would be lost if both rods 
were not ready. Many prefer to 
fish the deep bluff holes with 
live bait and, as a result, jack 
salmon and large and smallmouth 
bass, as well as goggle-eye, are 
placed on the stringer. 

Originated With Indians. 

Float fishing originated in the 
Oztrks with a history running 
back to the Indians. They used 
their canoes and dugouts as 
means of rapid travel, as well as 
a conveyance to take them to the- 
better fishing holes along the 
streams on which they lived. 
Later, at the turn of the century, 
when the white man’s railroads 
paralleled the Ozark streams, 
*“johnboats” were loaded on the 
cars and hauled to a town up the 
river and then floated back down- 
stream to the original shipping 
point. Great catches were made 
in those days and legal limits 
were unknown. 

Today, an estimated 35,000 
float-fishermen make at least a 
day's trip on the Ozark streams. 
Some of them float the entire 
length of their chosen streams, 
while others take only a day or 
so for this fascinating recreation. 
Nowhere in the world is ,there 
any comparable sport. No place 
else on earth can there be found 
the same combination of clear, 
spring-fed streams large enough 
to float, traveling swiftly enough 
that boaters may cover 20 to 30 
miles daily without any real exer- | 
tion, yet slow enough so that: 


every bend in the stream brings |

ty. Springs, flowing millions of 
gallons oi water daily, gush from 
the rock bluffs and furnish ideal 
waters for goggle-eye, jack sal- 
mon and largemouth bass. 

But, best of all, these spring- 
fed, crystal-clear, sparkling 
streams are the habitat of the 
smallmouth bass—and when you 
have brought one of these. tackle- 
busting, scrappy warriors to net, 
then you are a full-fledged mem- 
ber of the float-fishing fraternity 
and nothing can keep you from 
coming back again and again for 
more of the same.

LILLIAN MADDEN sented havin g a 
woman around. Her mother told her that a woman 
in the business world has two strikes against her 
to begin with (this was in 1915, remember) and 
that she wouid have to compensate for this handicap 
by working twice as hard. “If you put your shoul- 
der to the wheel,” said Lillian’s mother with a 
high disdain for metaphor, “don’t ever look back.”

LILLIAN PUT. HER SHQULDER to the wheel 
and didn’t look back,.and today she is president 
and general manager of the Falls City Brewing Co. 
She is not the only woman who heads a brewery— 
there are threc others, she thinks—-but hers is the 
largest to be managed by a woman. 

Miss Madden, who is in St. Louis attending the 
convention of the U.S. Brewers’ Foundation, is a 
friendly, middle-aged woman, who wears rimless 
glasses and a career woman’s hat with a touch of 
black veil on it, and is inclined to look upon her 
progress in the brewing business as the result of a 
natural course of events. 

It started like this: Her father had been in the 
grocery and liquor business. One of. her father’s 
competitors had joined up with two other men to 
start the Falls ‘City Brewery. He was not only a 
competitor, but a friend, and when Miss Madden’s 
father died he told her that if she would finish a 
business course, and then work in some other 
office for six months “to wear the green off,” he 
Neus give her a job at the brewery. She did and 

e did. 


oe 


SHE STARTED as a stenographer. During the 
next few years she worked in every department 
of the .business office, learning the brewery busi- 
ness from the ground up. In time she became 
general bookkeeper. She had been there only three 
years when prohibition came along and the Falls 
City Brewery, like many another, set itself to face 
the lean years. They manufactured ice and soft 
drinks and near beer and managed to hold on 
until repeal came to the rescue. 

“We were pretty sure that repeal was bound to 
come,” she recalls, “and we had been getting ready 
for months. When it arrived we were ready with 
the beer.” At that time Miss Madden had reached 
the position of office manager. A few years later 
she was appointed assistant secretary and made a 
member of the board. In 1936 she became secre- 
tary-treasurer, and last year when President C. W. 
Bornwasser retired, she was made president of the 
company. r 


* * * 
DURING THE YEARS she had learned about 


eyerything there is to know about beer-making, 


and while she doesn't qualify as a brewmaster, she 
could make beer if she had to. When she went 
to Falls City Brewery they had four employes in 
the office and 60 persons in the plant; and it was 
a good year when they sold 20,000 barrels of beer. 
Today they have 365 employes and turn out about 
700,000 barrels a year. The plant has a capacity of 
a million barrels, and Miss Madden intends to 
reach it. } 

Outside of beer, her hobbies are roses and dogs. 
“We had such a late spring,” she says sadly, “‘that 
I’m going to have to replace most of my roses.” 
The dogs, on the other hand, are doing fine. There 
are two of them. One of them is a skipperke and 
the other is indeterminate. “‘He’s just a dog,” she 
explains. “I got him when a little girl, who had to 
give him up, threw him over the fence to me. She 
told her mother she was going to give him to 
‘this lady because she’s so good to her other dog.’” 

One of Miss Madden’s activities as a member 
of the Brewers’ Association is the promotion of 
beer as a drink of moderation and a family drink. 
If you’re wondering about Miss Madden herself, 
she likes beer just fine, thank you, and drinks a 
bottle every day. Some days two bottles.

E a a long discussion in 

the Human Rights Commis- 

sion on the right to educa- 
tion and what that right should 
mean. In the covenant it does not 
seem practical to go into detail, 
but where education is concerned 
most of the delegates feel it so 
important that it is difficult to 
condense all the things they want 
to say. 
The specialized agency particu- 
larly concerned with education is 
the-Economic and Social Council. 
Jaime Torres-Bodet, director of 
UNESCO, has a deep conviction 
that no democracy can exist with- 
out education. 

Little can be done, he main- 
tains, to improve living standards 
of people throughout the world or 
to make human rights a reality 
and use them to bring about 
peace unless education is made 
available to every child and some 
kind of basic education made pos- 
sible for every adult who is at 
present illiterate.

IT IS QUITE obvious that for 
many countries this Is a long- 


term program. Therefore, wanting 
to state the full ideal and yet to 
meet the realities of the situation, 
Mr. Torres-Bodet set forth the 
objective and said that they 
should be achieved by every state 
submitting a plan within the next 
two years. 

There was no time limit for 
these plans to come to fruition, so 
one of our delegates remarked we 
might term them “the 100-year 
plans.” 

It seems to me a mistake to 
put into the covenant any such 
plans that should remain in the 
hands of UNESCO. We should 
merely state the rights that exist 
within the limits of our countries’ 
resources and with due regard to 
each pattern of society.

DAYTON, Tenn., May 9. 


HE sun shines bright and 
T tranquility reigns in Dayton 

town, «where the famous 
Scopes “monkey trial” was held 
26 years ago. The gloom that 
darkened it for a seasor has lift- 
ed. The anti-evolution law that 
gave the town its greatest glory 
still stands on the. statute books. 
Dayton is still the citadel of Ten- 
= fundamentalism and all’s 
well. 


For a while there was a threat 
that Tennessee would lose its 
place as the foremost foe of evo- 
lution by the repeal of its law 
against the teaching of it in the 
schools. A repeal bill was intro- 
duced in the legislature. What 
was worse, it was introduced by 
Mary Shadow, Dayton’s own rep- 
resentative in the lower house. 

There had always been die- 
hards who had predicted that 
“that girl” would do something 
dreadful to disgrace herself and 
Rhea county and sure cnough she 
had done it. Dayton felt called 
upon to rebuke Mary and reject 
all her works. It buckled on its 
armor and laid down a barrage of 
letters and telegrams. The bill 
was killed in committee. Dayton 
claims the credit and calls it a 
great victory. 

As a matter of fact the bill 
might have had a chance if it had 
been introduced earlier in the 
session and had reached the floor 
of the General Assembly, but the 
defenders don’t believe that. They 
are convinced that their letters 
and their telegrams and their 
prayers prevailed. 

Dayton achieved its first and 
only fame when in 1925 the legis- 
lature passed a bill prohibiting 
the teaching in its public schools 
of “any theory that denies the 
divine creation of man as taught 
in the Bible, or that man has de- 
scended from a lower order of 
animals.” 

“That means monkeys,” every- 
body said and the new legislation 
was labeled “the monkey law.” It 
caused a good deal of talk. The 
brave soul who stood up for evo- 
lution was told: “Maybe your 
grandpappy was a monkey but 
mine wasn’t.” That was supposed 
to shut him up. 

There was a young schoo] teach- 
er in Dayton, named John Thom- 
as Scopes, who didn’t see how he 
was going to teach biology with- 
out bringing in the hypothesis of 
evolution. He had brought it in, 
as had most of the school teach- 
ers of the state, because there 
was no way to keep it out. Talk- 
ing with cronies at the village 
drug store he said yes, he was 
teaching evolution and if anybody 
wanted to do something about it 
he was willing to be the guinea 
pig and make a test case. 

That was a great day for Day- 
ton, for it brought on the famous 
“monkey trial.” 

There never was such a trial. 
William Jennings Bryan battled 
for Genesis and all that went

with it and Clarence Darrow, vol- 
unteering for the defense, pitched 
into him and they tussled all over 
the court house and out on the 
lawn. A jury assembled from the 
hills and hollows, looking upon 
Darrow as an emissary of Beelze- 
bub, if not the old boy himself, 
found young Mr. Scopes guilty 
and fined him $100. The State 
Supreme Court threw out the case 
on a technicality without ruling 
upon the chief contention of the 
defense that the law was uncon- 
stitutional. 

Bryan, shortly after the end of 
the trial, gorged himself with a 
big meal on a hot day and laid 
himself down and died. 

The “monkey trial’ and the 
death of William Jennings Bryan 
in its midst made Dayton. It be- 


came the seat of a fundamentalist 
school named after Bryan, “‘Doc” 
Robinson, the leading druggist of 
the town, hung a sign, “Where It 
Started,” on.the table where 
Scopes defied the law. The table 
is still there for tourists to see 
and the town has cashed in oth- 
erwise on its ill-begotten fame.

“To arms,” was the cry, and the 
barrage was on. Letters and tele- 
grams poured in, mostly from 
Dayton. A shower of telegrams 
indicated by their similarity a 
concerted attack. Sure, they say 
around Dayton, they got together 
to fight that evil thing which 
threatened to undermine the 
fame of their fair city. 

There were rather broad hints 
that if Mary wanted to be re- 
elected or maybe go to Congress 
she had better pull back that bill. 
One of the telegrams told her that 
many of her friends around Day- 
ton were opposed to repeal of the 
law and that it would be to her 
advantage to stop monkeying with 
it.

Mary Shadow, up there at the 
state house, wasn’t disturbed.

Neither was Senator 
Broeck Cummings of Rutherford, 
a Gibson county farmer, who had 
sponsored the bill in the state 
Senate. They both knew what to 
expect when they stirred anew 
the faith of their constituents in 
their non-simian origin. 

It was really Cummings who 
started the thing, though Mary 
Shadow got most of the blame 
for it from the home folks. Cum- 
mings was talking to Mary one 
day and remarked that he thought 
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they should get rid of that anti- 
evolutiqn law that was cluttering 
the books and being generally ig- 
nored.

N spite of the uproar from 
| Dayton and all points’ South, 

Mary Shadow believes that the 
repeal might have gone through 
if there had been more time, be- 
cause a number of the members 
had spoken to her about it, say- 


ing that it should be removed, 


but it was only a week to ad- 
journment and there were a lot 
of bills that were considered 
more important, 

At that the bill lacked only 
one vote of getting out on the 
Senate floor. The bill had gone 
to the Senate Steering Committee 
of nine members, of whom Cum- 
mings. was one, On the vote to 
report it out there was a tie, the 
chairman not voting. So the bill 
didn’t get a chance to pass and 
there was great rejoicir.g in Day- 
ton and up and down the state. 

Mary Shadow, who was married 
Dec. 31 but still calls herself by 
her maiden name, says there 
never should have been such a 
law because it is something that 
doesn’t come within the function 
of legislation, something closely 
akin to thought control, It passed 
in the lower house, she says, be- 
cause the members didn’t think 
the Senate would pass it. The 
Senators passed it because they 
were convinced the Governor 
wouldn’t sign it. The Governor 
signed it in the belief that it 
would not be enforced. 


If we came from monkeys, 
Mary Shadow reasons, we would 
all be monkeys and all monkeys 
would be men. She suggests that 
you only have to look around you 
to see that it didn’t work out that 
way. On the other hand she sees 
everywhere in the universe the 


_ working of the evolutionary law. 


“Whether you believe it or 
not,” she says, “the hypothesis 
should be taught along with other 
subjects for what it is worth.” 
No opposition was manifested in 
the Assembly to the proposed re- 
peal, reflecting what she thinks 
is a general attitude of indiffer- 
ence or a feeling that the law 
should be repealed. 

Will she reintroduce the re- 
pealer at the next session? That 
depends on circumstances. She 
will not be a member unless she 
is re-elected in 1952. She may 
or may not stand for re-election. 
That and the decision whether to 
run for Congress will depend on 
other circumstances, of a family 
nature. 

Just now she is honeymooning 
in Nashville with her husband, 
David L. Hill of the physics de- 
partment of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity and has no immediate plans 
of a political nature.

Despite his strength in three 
suits, West should have festrained 
himself from doubling. True, this 
action brought him 300 extra 
points, but it would have been a 
different story if South had 
played the hand for all it was 
worth. Moreover, the double 
should have alerted South to play 
more carefully! 

West led the heart queen. De- 
clarer won and drew trumps, then 
cashed the ace of diamonds. The 
fall of the nine from East should 
have made South stop and think, 
but apparently he did not notice 
East’s card—he went right ahead 
and led a low diamond to the 
queen. That settled matters — 
South could discard on the spade 
ace but he could not avoid the loss 
of a heart (or a diamond). 

Instead of going down 400, 
South should have collected 2610 
points! All he had to do, before 
using dumnry’s diamond queen, 
was to cash his three remaining 
trumps (discarding two spades 
and a diamond from dummy) and 
then to lay down his second heart 
honor. Now, when he led a dia- 
mond to the queen and discarded 
the heart deuce on the spade ace, 
West would be squeezed: he would 
have to give up the high heart, 
making the nine good, or unguard 
his diamond stopper.

These rare in- 
dividuals are no more apt to 
emerge in socially progressive 
countries than in others; so the 
members of the socially pro- 
gressive societies ought to he 
constantly on their tracks, scour- 
ing sea and land in order to dis- 
cover sterling representatives of 
the species and to derive from 
them inspiration for revising 
the existing body of social in- 
stitutions.”

SO LONG AS PEOPLE obey 
laws or feel that they are un- 
der laws, they are apt to remain 
very passive. Nothing can so 
much arouse them from that 

passivity as a person endowed 

’ with great powers of leadership, 
or a creative minority who will 
resist the current and the drift. 
The transformation of a social 
milieu has historically taken 
place only through the trium- 
phant creative will of a great 
genius. 

The more a creative individ- 
ual rises above the average level 
of his contemporaries, the more 
likely he is to precipitate a so- 
cial conflict. He may have more 
bricks thrown at him than a 
mediocre person would have 
flowers, but it is conceivable 
that in such abuse a transfig- 
uration of society could take 
place. “Do not think that I 
came to send peace upon the 
earth: I have come to bring the 
sword, not peace. For I have 
come to set a man at variance 
with his father, and a daughter 
with her mother, and a daugh- 
ter-in-law with her mother-in- 
law; and a man’s enemies will 
be those of his own household.” 
(Matthew 10:34-36).

It consists of all those 
who no longer participate in the 
creative life and thought of the 
community; all the cynical, all 
the hopeless, all the angry, all 
the frightened. These are frus- 
trated men and women who no 
longer can, or no longer will, 
take part in the work of carry- 
ing forward a civilization. They 
are always present. An increase 
in their number is the first . 
warning that the world is losing 
its health. . . . It means that 
because of our partial failure to 
be true to our promises and our 
traditions, the old barbarian has 
come back into the world, ready 
as ever to destroy, unable as 
ever to create.”’?

IF THE COMMON man— 
the masses—is to be lifted out 
of his uncreativeness, it will be 
done not by bureaucracies and 
social agencies or immanent 
laws, but only by the uncom- 
mon man. The masses will be 
elevated not by an individual 
who belongs to society, but only 
by one who stands outside of it. 

Society, no more than man, 
can lift itself by its own boot- 
straps. The masses are like 
broken pieces of mirror, each 
reflecting a different image, 
each with its own conceits, de- 
sires and libidos. The creative 
personality who comes into the 
masses alone can unite these 
fragments into a unit so that 
they reflect only one image; or 
to change the figure, where the 
sheep were scattered before, 
there now becomes one fold, be- 
eause there is only one shep- 
herd.
